College  Q'rdditions 


The  life  of  a  college  is  preserved  iu  its  tr;i(litioiis  and  nisloms.  They  are 
ill  themselves  the  distiiigiiishiiig  factors  of  the  institution.  They  are  the  deep- 
down  cause  of  our  love  for  one  school  which  we  proudly  call  our  Alma  Mater. 
We  forget  the  little  annoyances  of  academic  work  or  perhaps  the  exact  score 
of  the  biggest  football  game  in  our  college  career  but  we  never  forget  the  little 
customs  that  were  taught  to  us  by  the  Sophomores  and  which  we  hiter  ]iasscd 
on  to  the  new  classes. 

Traditions  include  more  than  the  little  stunts  of  tormenting  the  Fresh- 
men, or  the  class  rushes.  They  include  all  the  activities  wliicl)  are  carried 
out  year  after  year  as  an  unquestioned  procedure.  Our  college  dances,  our 
banquets,  our  ])ublications,  our  debating,  our  dramatics;  all  are  traditional.

Such  a  condition  is  regret- 
able,  especially  to  our  alumni.  The  graduate  cannot  feel  the  same  love  for 
the  school  that  has  forgotten  the  traditions  which  were  respected  in  his  day. 
Let  us,  then,  endeavor  to  revive  some  of  the  old  customs,  let  us  preserve  those 
which  we  are  now  observing,  and  let  us  add  any  new  ones  which  ai-e  beneficial 
to  our  student  life.  And  let)  us  remember  that  the  strongest  student  body 
is  that  which  is  dominated  by  the  upper  classmen  ;  men  and  women  who  ha\  e 
worked  for  the  college  and  who  ajjpreciate  it,  and  who,  because  of  their  great 
respect  for  their  Alma  Mater  are  ever  ready  to  once  more  light  in  its  cause.

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Reuieip  of  Football  Season 

The  flfst  day  of  school  marked  tlie  aiiiiiial  sei-aiiible  to  the  gym  for  foot- 
ball suits  and  re])ortiiig  on  the  practice  field.  As  we  viewed  the  unniber  of 
"footballers"  ]ir;nH-ing  up  and  down,  our  hojjes  began  to  rise.  The  first  day's 
oiitlook  was  uii^tliiiig  but  ])roniising,  for  tliere  werei  many  st;irs  of  yesteryear 
whose  familiar  uniforms  lay  neatly  folded  away  iu  the  gym  and  here  and 
there  groups  thickened  the  pessimistic  atmosphere.  However,  the  end  of  the 
first  week  saw  a  great  change,  ilany  newcomers  reported  for  practice  and 
at  the  same  time  several  non-letter  men  of  last  year  began  to  show  real  class 
iu  their  etl'orls.  lOveivdue  saw  the  deteiinination  written  on  the  faces  of  the 
tast-develo]iiii!4  wai-rioi-s  and  it  raised  our  spii-its.  I'ractice  then  liegan  in 
earnest,  eNcryonc  working  liavd  to  hind  a  berth  on  the  si|nad.  The  boys 
worked  early  and  late  l>n1  they  received  encouraging  aid  from  the  students 
in  the  form  of  sclnxd  spirit,  (ila/.e  \voike<l  lirain  aiul  muscle  twent\--four 
hours  a  day  looking  I'oi-ward  to  the  first  game  with  Michigan  Aggies.  Before 
tliat  game  a  smooth  working  nuichine  had  to  lie  b\iilt  around  the  veterans 
who  liad  witlistooil  the  scliolastic  re(iuirenienls. 

In  the  lia<-k(ield.  I-^ilnate  and  .lackson  had  to  have  rnnninn  mates;  a 
(jaarterback  had  to  he  found  Ijecause  Ikocky  Pierce  \\ould  not  lie  able  to  play 
until  late  in  the  season,  -fust  three  veterans  held  their  positions  in  the  line, 
Holberg,  Dickson,  niid  I'oretsky.  Teller,  Sundgaai'd.  I{ockw(><icl.  and  Alteu- 
Derg,  understudies  of  last  year's  lamons  stars  were  striving  to  beat  out  the 
new  men  li-inn  line  positions,  j'oi-etsky,  .-i  letter  man  of  two  years  ago  could 
be  counted,  on  to  hold  any  line  job.  Solbei-g  was  shifted  to  center  and  I>ixon 
stayed  at  left,  guard,  while  "I'nnk"  llanse  was  moved  to  end.  (ila/.e  then 
worked  unceasingly  in  an  elTort  to  complete  the  line.  After  trying  out  numer- 
ous condtinat  ions  he  linally  came  to  the  jioint  where  he  could  rely  ujion  the 
line.  He  ne.xt  turned  to  the  backfleld.  There  was  a  wealth  of  material  to 
pick  froiu  in  this  section  and  it  was  not  long  before  the  team  began  to  work 
as  a  machine. 

The  week  before  the  .Michiuan  .Vnuies  name,  (ilaze  decided  to  have  a 
scrimmage  with  Did'aul  at  Chicago.  We  came  out  on  the  long  end  but  not 
with  tiyin^  colors.  The  experience  gained  was  (tf  little  \alne  for  instead  of 
stabilizing  the  team,  it  merely  pointed  out  many  weaknesses.  .\  great  amount 
of  work  was  done  the  next  week. 


Jlichigau   Aggies  dedicated  their  new   stadium   with   our  scaljis  but  not 
without  losinj>  some  of  their  own  fur.     Thev  ran  wild  in   the  first   half  for 
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Lweuty-oue  points.  Then  in  the  second  half  we  took  the  aggressive  and  jdayed 
tnem  to  a  standstill.  Lady  Luck  was  not  with  us  for  with  all  our  hrilliant 
playing  we  were  able  to  gain  only  six  points. 

The  DePauw  game  was  next  and  although  we  played  good  toothall  they 
beat  us  1.3-0.  It  was  one  of  the  best  played  and  hardest  fought  games  in  that 
section  for  a  number  of  years  since  we  were  skilled  in  defense  and  they  in 
offense. 

The  next  imjjortant  game  was  the  homecoming  game  witli  Jieloil.  This 
of  all  games  was  one  of  the  most  ])erfect  ever  witnessed.  Both  teams  ]ilayed 
brilliant  football  but  could  not  out])lay  the  other.  Most  of  the  i)lay  was  in 
the  middle  of  tlie  gridiron  and  tlicre  were  thrills  and  tlirills.  The  game  ended 
a  scoreless  tie. 

After  defeating  Xorthwestern  College  we  received  a  ]>nmni('liiig  from 
Northwestern  T'niversity  tJiat  savored  of  anything  but  a  football  game.  Had 
the  Purple  set  the  examjjle  of  true  s]>ortsmanship  and  clean-cut  football  that 
is  considered  primary  in  a  l!ig  Ten  school,  we  might  have  been  able  to  furnish 
real  opposition,  but  wlien  an  ujicn,  deliberate  attempt  is  made  to  dis])ose  of 
an  o]i](onent  in  a  crude  manner  we  felt  it  necessary  to  sliow  some  jn-oof  that 
we  are  men.  We  had  never  been  trained  in  such  tactics  but  we  weie  not  too 
proud  to  fight. 

The  Knox  trip  closed  tlie  season  and  altliough  we  witnessed  many  re- 
verses we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  winning  is  not  all  that  counts,  (ilory 
can  go  to  the  vanquished  as  well  as  to  the  victor.  Perhaps  we  lacked  some- 
thing in  not  winning,  but  we  learned  to  co-operate,  to  fight  for  the  right,,  to 
obey  laws,  and  to  houor  our  opponents. 
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Tlio  season  of  ]fi2:;-'i.'4  in  basket-ball  at  Lake  Forest  College  was  an  un- 
usual one.  Probably  never  before  was  there  such  an  abundance  of  material. 
Tills  is  evident  when  we  consider  that  of  tlie  large  number  of  men  who  ])layed 
at  times  during  the  season  only  six  were  in  enough  games  to  win  letters. 
>  ompetition  was  keen  and  the  luck  was  liard.  lUit  we  do  not  wish  to  bemoan 
onr  misfortune.  The  fellows  ]dayed  real  basketball  and  after  all  that  is 
what  we're  after. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  only  two  varsity  men  were  left  from  last 
year.  They  were  i'a]jt.  Peterson  and  l^x-cajd.  Olseu.  However,  among  the 
Fi'eshmen  and  some  of  the  lesser  lights  of  last  year  there  were  great  possi- 
bilities. Afte/i-  the  ])reliminaries  Coach  (ilaze  selected  his  men  and  began 
practice  in  earnest.  A  smooth  working  live  was  just  nicely  getting  under  way 
when  at  the  opening  of  the  second  semester  we  woke  up  one  morning  to  tiud 
a  number*  of  them  ineligible.  Undaunted,  however,  the  coach  set  out  to  build 
another  squad.  In  tliis  he  was  fortiuiate  in  haviug  several  new  men  reporting 
lor  ])ractice.  some  of  them  indeed  being  destined  to  be  great  jioint  winners 
for  the  Red  and  I'.lack.  This  onttit  \^ orked  even  better  tiian  the  first  in  many 
ways  and  onr  opponents  wlio  were  syni])athiyJng  witli  us  for  the  loss  of  men 
so(m  found  out  tjiat  I^ake  Forest  is  not  a  one  team  school. 

The  score  sheet  for  192;?-'24  is  not  exactly  in  our  favor.  However,  num- 
bers do  not  a  record  make.  One  must  understand  the  conditions  and  factors 
involved  in  tlie  season  of  any  team  before  determining  whether  or  not  it  has 
been  a  success.  We  are  ottering  no  alibis  nor  excuses.  We  were  at  the  low 
end  of  the  score  in  the  majority  of  instances.  But  bear  in  mind  that  only 
two  old  men  were  on  the  squad  and  neither  of  these  was  able  to  play  a  full 
season;  that  we  met  teams  of  high  calibre,  teams  from  schools  many  times 
our  size;  that  only  a  few  men  were  eligible  long  enough  so  that  the  same  team 
appeared  in  entirety  more  than  two  or  three  times.  These  are  the  facts;  they 
are  regrettable. 


P>ut  we  have  not  lost  h<>\)e.  ^Vitll  the  loss  of  Cajit.  Peters(Hi  and  Olseu, 
we  will  miss  two  four-year  varsity  men  of  unusual  ability.  But  next  year  we 
will  have,  if  luck  be  with  us,  the  nmjority  of  the  S(iuad  back.  We  feel  nhat 
The  team  has  not  been  Tiiarking  time  and  that  with  the  training  and  coaching 
of  this  season  and  with  what  additional  material  is  found  in  the  future  that 
i^ake  Forest  should  "step  with  the  best."     Our  hat  is  still  in  the  ring.

In  addition,  the  spirit  of  the  entire  college  toward 
this  sport  was  distinctly  favorable  and  the  year  1924  should  see  a  strong  team  on 
the  diamond.

Other  meets  have  been  scheduled  and  it  is  felt  that 
this  form  of  sport  will  develop  rapidly  in  Lake  Forest  within  the  next  few 
vears. 
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Tennis  at  Lake  Forest  College  was  again  made  a  major  sport  after  a 
iapse  of  sevei'al  years.

A  schedule 
was  arranged  with  some  ditticulty  but  it  included  some  exceptional  teams, 
included  in  it  were  "\^ilparaiso  University,  Northwestern  College,  a  practice 
match  with  Northwestern  University,  and  two  varsity  tilts  with  Y.  ^I.  C.  A. 

Bad  weather  conditions  caused  cancellation  of  the  scheduled  meet 
with  Armour  and  a  return  meet  with  Valparaiso.

The  trip  to  Beloit  last  year  having  been  such  a  great  success  the  students 
and  faculty  felt  that  a  similar  one  should  be  held  this  year.

Debating 


Under  the  coaching  of  Mr.  Brookes  debating  has  advanced  greatly.  A 
greater  interest  has  been  aroused  not  only  among  the  debaters  themselves 
but  among  the  student  body  as  a  whole.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  live 
of  the  regular  debaters  of  last  year,  McGinnis,  Grant,  Richards,  Fletcher  and 
Kelly,  were  on  the  camiius  and  plans  for  a  great  year  were  made.  However, 
by  the  time  the  first  debate  was  held  some  of  these  were  either  ineligible  or 
were  out  of  college.  Finally,  after  much  hard  work,  a  team  comjiosed  of 
McGinnis,  Kelly,  and  Young  was  chosen  and  actual  work  was  begun  in  antici- 
pation of  a  hard  schedule. 

The  strong  team  from  Knox  was  the  first  one  met  in  the  IJly  Keid  Holt 
Chapel.  The  question  debated  was  "Resolved,  That  the  United  States  Should 
Enter  the  Permanent  Court  of  International  Justice  According  to  the  Hard- 
ing Reservations."  This  discussion  was  of  the  open  forum  tyi)e  and  the  ar- 
guments and  questions  that  arose  after  the  main  body  of  the  debate  aroused 
a  great  interest.     This  was  a  non-decisioji  debate. 

Two  other  debates  are  being  considered  for  the  Spring  term.  The  first 
will  be  with  Dakota  Wesleyan  College  and  the  second  with  the  Chicago  Kent 
College  of  Law.  These  will  be  on  the  question  "Resolved,  That  the  United 
States  Should  Enter  the  Permanent  Court  of  International  Justice."  In 
this  latter  case  the  Harding  reservations  are  not  a  factor.  With  the  prepara- 
tion already  made.  Lake  Forest  sliould  stand  well  in  the  final  decision  of 
these  questions. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  debaters  hoped  to  have  themselves  or- 
ganized sufficiently  to  warrant  petitioning  for  membership  in  a  national  de- 
bating society  but  because  of  the  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  organization 
this  plan  was  given  up.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  this  idea  can  be  carried 
out  next  year. 

With  the  close  of  the  season,  Co.ich  George  E.  Brooks  ends  his  work  as 
advisor  of  the  debaters  of  Lake  Forest  College.  During  his  two  years  here 
he  has  done  much  to  revive  interest  in  such  work  and  his  ability  as  a  coach 
has  helped  several  men  to  become  finished  debaters.  His  place  will  be  hard 
to  fill.

The  ("oiiiinerce  Chili  in  its  secoiul  year  has  (leteriniiied  that  it  is  a  per- 
iiiaiieut  organization  in  l,ake  Forest  College.  It  has  continned  as  last  year 
TO  be  a  society  composed  of  the  npper  classmen  of  the  business  department 
who  are  interested  in  discussing  current  topics  which  have  direct  bearing 
on  the  business  conditions  of  the  day.  Occasionally  speakers  from  the  busi- 
ness world  are  secured  to  give  the  members  a  sjiecial  message  and  at  other 
times  the  students  lead  the  discnssi-iiis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  club  was  called  together  and  officers 
were  elected.  Rynold  Hollender  has  been  elected  president;  (ieorge  Litch- 
field, vice-])resident ;  and  \A'endell  Olsen,  secretary-treasurer.

At  eleven  o'clock  a  supper  was  served  on  the  bal- 
cony in  the  rotunda  and  the  couples  then  danced  until  three  o'clock.  Much  credit 
is  due  to  the  committee  who  for  several  days  before  the  dance  worked  exceedingly 
hard  and  long.  This  is  the  second  Ijig  Junior  Prom  and  since  both  have  been  so 
successful,  the  college  hopes  that  they  may  continue  to  be  the  big  social  event  of 
the  college  year.
